Only InterTlefT Bnchanau Had 
•With His Vice Pre»iden«. 


Vice President Stevenson used to teil 


a story which John C. Breckinridge 
had told him to illustrate the tradition- 
al relations between the president and 
the man whose principle business It Is 
to wait for the possible death of the 
president, in order that he may take 
the president's chair. 


Breckinridge 
said that Buchanan 


never consulted him about any Impor- 
tant matter, although as a Kentuckian, 
having the confidence of most of the 
southern leaders, Ue felt that his ad- 
vice might at times have been valuable 
to the president. In the early fall of 
1800, when Buchanan's term was near- 
ing an end, amid the gathering clouds 
of war, Vice President Breckinridge 
received an urgent summons to the 
White House. He responded at once, 
thinking that at last the president 
wanted his advice on the momentous 
questions then pending. When he ar- 
rived he was shown into the presi- 
dent's room, and Mr. Buchanan, who 
was alone, called his private cpcretary 
and instructed him to see that they 
were not disturbed by anybody during 
the important conference which was to 
follow. 


When the private secretary had with 


drawn, the president unlocked the pri 
vato drawer in his desk, took out a 
manuscript, sat down with great so 
lemnity, and said to Vice President 
Breckinridge. in his most impressive 
manner, " I want to road yon the draft 
of my Thanksgiving day proclamation 
and to get your opinion of it." 


The vice president controlled his fa- 


cial muscles, listened respectfully and 
seriously made some complimentary 
remarks about the important docu- 
ment, and, with his customary cour- 
tesy, bowed and smiled his way out from 
the only interview to which he was 
ever invited by President Buchanan.— 
Boston Herald.

Yesterday afternoon the smelter of 


the Electric Ke.iuctiou Company shut 
down, whether temporarily or for all 
time is not known. 


President Burton was iutTviewed 


last night by a JOOBNAL reprapeut.ative 
to whose questions he replied as fol- 
lows: 


"Yos, we've shut down the smelter 


after runniug only two or three days. 
The water gave out this morning. When 
we started up there was two feet of 
w-Uer going over tbe dam and now 
it is not within a yard of the top of 
tbe dam. 


"I am not prepared 
to city yet 


whether this is or is not a permanent 
close down. This is certain—we can- 
not operate without a steady supply of 
water. It costs a lot of money to close 
down a smelter. 


"Four miles from our mines we have 


sufficient water power for our works 
and we may move them there. We 
can get a fall of fourteen feet ou tho 
Humboldt river. 


"My company is building another 


smelter, which our intention waa to 
place here und thus double the ca- 
pacity of our works, which now em- 
pioya forty men nl a monthly pay of 
$3,000. In ill, wo have alrea.'iy spent 
$15,000 on our Rauo es tablishment and 
QKVU $50,000 worth of ore in our bins 
here. 


"It will entail a serious loss if WB are 


compelled to move our camp, a loss 
which will fall upon Reno and vicinity 
as well AS upon us, for it was our plan 
to do custom work and purchase ores, 
thns assisting in the development of a 
number of valuable properties in this 
vicinity, which are now lying idle on 
account of lask of facilities for treating 
ore. 


"Our company, it seems to me, haa a 


legal right to all the water needed in 
operating. Our ditch was taken out in 
1886 aud 20,000 inuhas recorded. To 
use even this entire amount would en 
tail no loss to the agricultural inter- 
ests of the valley as the water ia 
turned back into the river without any 
loss or introduction of impurities. 


"Sincu nur rifht was recorded three 


other ditches have been taken out 
above our works. 


"It would bo perhaps interesting to 


the owners of the 57 ditches ou the 
Truckee river to know, if they do no 
already know that this portion of the 
river was surveyed and 'meandered' b] 
the Government.
